Glads  of  Merit 

Following  the  example  of  a number  of  prominent 
growers  to  avoid  the  old  arguments  as  to  the  proper 
pronounciation  of  “Gladiolus,”  we  like  to  call  them 
“Glads,”  a name  that  truly  fits  the  flower.  On  account 
of  its  long  keeping  qualities  the  Glad  is  one  of  the 
very  best  flowers  for  cutting.  If  cut  in  the  morning 
when  the  first  bud  is  open  and  given  fresh  water  daily 
they  will  last  a week  or  more  and  every  bud  will  open 
to  the  top. 

Those  marked  (K)  are  some  of  the  famous  Kunderd 
originations,  while  (D)  indicates  those  from  Diener.
